Claim Objections 

3. Claims 4, 6-7, 1 0 and 1 4-1 5 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: as per claim 4, lines 1-2, the claim recites "said synchronization field" . 
Does such limitation refer to the sync filed of the first type or the sync field of the second 
type or the sync field of the first and second type? The claim should be amended to 
clarify whether the synchronization field recited in the claim is the sync field of the first 
and second type or the sync field of the first or the second type. Claim 6, line 2, "further" 
needs to be inserted before "comprises". The same comment applies to similar 
recitation in claim 10. Claim 14 recites "an equalizer" however it is noted that base 
claim 1 already recites an "equalizer in the last line. Please correct to make use of 
antecedent. Claims 7 and 15 are likewise objected for being dependent on an objected 
claim. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 4, 6-7, 10 and 14-15 would be allowable if amended to overcome the 
objection set forth above. 
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5. Claims 1-3, 5, 9, 13 and 17-23 are allowed. 

Conclusion

above.
